W heat is maturing in 
the

treme southern part and heading 
in the extreme northern part and 
the condition of the crop general­ 
ly is improved except in the dry 
section of the center and 
south­ 
west part. The report on the con­ 
dition of the oats is improved in 
the farm section and deteriorated 
in others. 
The crop 
is 
mostly 
headed. Corn made good progress 
during the week and its condition 
is 
generally 
satisfactory 
and 
is 
mostly 
well 
cultivated. 
Cotton 
planting 
is 
progressing 
satisfac­ 
torily, except in the extreme south­ 
western part where it was delayed 
by soil being too dry for germina­ 
tion. 
Cotton is coming

fair stand where early planted and 
it has been well cultivated.

That the water situation in Ada 
is unsatisfactory and that it bids 
fair to become very serious .before 
the summer is ended is the opinion 
of the city commissioners. There has 
been some discussion of the water 
supply for some time, and when 
an Evening News reporter called at 
the city hall this morning, Commis- j 
stoners Smith and Jones spoke of 
the situation as bidding fair to be­ 
come a serious problem. 
“There is nothing wrong with the 
water supply at the spring,*’- said 
Mr. Smith. “The supply at 
the 
spring is just as abundant as ever. 
The distributing system in the city 
has been so improved that it is now 
practically perfect. The only trouble 
is that the city has outgrown the 
capacity of the pipe line and the 
pumping facilities at the spring. 
Most people fail to realize, per­ 
haps. how rapidly Ada is growing 
Our force is now kept busy putting 
in new water taps, the additional 
number of taps running about fif­ 
teen a week, on an average. This in 
creased demand on the water sup­ 
ply has the inevitable effect of re­ 
ducing the pressure all over the 
city.’ ’ 
There is nothing to the rumor 
that the new city reservoir will not 
hold water, declared the commission­ 
ers. The only trouble is that the 
pumps are kept busy all the time to 
keep t^e city supplied with water 
and no time can be found to fill 
the reservoir. The two compartments 
of the reservoir will hold 2,000,000 
gallons, and in the opinion of Mr 
Smith it 
would take 
about 
two 
weeks 
to 
fill 
one 
compartment, 
pumping at the odd hours that may 
be found for that purpose. 
The new swimming pool at the 
city park fs now ready to be filled 
with water and just how to find 
time to pump the 150,000 gallons re 
qired to fill the 
pool 
is 
another 
problem that is giving the commis­ 
sioners some concern. 
To supply the industrial concerns 
of the city with water from the city 
lake is suggested by the commis­ 
sioners 
as 
a 
possible 
temporary 
remedy for the existing trouble. The 
smaller of the two city standpipes is 
not being used at present and it 
is suggested 
that 
this 
standpipe 
could be filled 
with water from 
the lake and utilized as a source | 
of supply for the industries. This j 
project however would entail a cost 
of about $20,000 necessary for ad- j 
ditional piping and pumping faciir- ; 
ties and the city lacks the money j 
to make the improvements. 
In the judgment of the commis- j 
stoners the only trouble with the 
city wrater system is the inadequate 
pipe line and pumps. The original 
line was sufficient for a city of 
5,000 population, but It is not sur- 
ficient for a city of 12,000. Ada has
